Heseltine, Hill New 
On Town Boards 


Atty. Arthur Williams will once 
again gavel the town meeting to 
order Saturday morning, as a re- 
sult of a stunning victory over the 
challenge of Philip K. AHenfor the 
post of moderator in Monday’s an- 
nual town election. 

Williams withstood the challenge 
of the retiring selectman by out- 
polling Allen 3,630 to 2,461, 
in one of the major races of the 
day which saw a turnout of slight- 
ly over 50 percent of the regis- 
tered voters. 

In the other election issue, cap- 
turing particular attention in the 
town, the controversial chemical - 
fluoride - remained in the water 
supply by the ‘approval of 4,301 
voters, as opposed to 1,892 who 
wanted it out of the public water 
supply. 

A new selectman,.George Hesel- 
tine, and a new school committee- 
man, Francis J. Hill, Jr., were 
also elected as 6,444 of the town’s 
11,561 braved a rather stormy day 
to signify their choices for town 
leadership. . 

Also elected, in contested races, 
were incumbent Robert A. Watters 


on the board of selectmen and Dr. 


Richard A. Katz to school commit- © 


‘tee. 
The moderator race was watched 
closely, andthe results were 
_ Somewhat surprising to some poli- 
tical observers.

Tax rate increase predications 


range from $7 to $9, as town of- — 


ficials and Finance committee 
members continue to examine bud- 
get and special article requests 
right up to the last minute. FinCom — 
members have been meeting al- 
most nightly for lengthy hours in 
an effort to trim the tax rate 
increase to as low as possible. 

The FinCom, in its report, has 
recommended a municipal bud- 
get of $11,562,184, half of which 
is for operation of the public 
schools. 

The budget represents an in- 
crease of 11.78 per cent over that 
of a year ago, andcontains several 
built-in factors in the matter of 
salaries, increased personnel and 
bonded indebtedness’ incurred 
through capital projects contracted 
in prior years.

Tambone 
pointed out. ‘‘We’re confident 
that our new venture -- a modern 
climate-controlled enclosed shop- 
ping mall -- will satisfy that need.”” 

Tambone also owns about 400 
adjoining acres in Tewksbury and 
recently acquired just under 100 
acres of residentially-zoned land 
in Andover.

Dr. Maietta is amember 
of the advisory boards of the 
Merrimack Valley ACLD and the 
Massachusetts ACLD, Sessions 
of this nature have been ex- 
tremely effective in the past since 
they allow an opportunity for an 
exchange of information by parents 
and professionals. 

Dr. Maietta served on a team of 
consultants to parents and pro- 
fessionals interested in learning 
disabilities at the Seventh Inter- 
national Conference of the Nation- 
al ACLD held recently in Phila- 
delphia.

The United States Senate this 
week approved passage of Bill No. 
S-1190 allowing for several mil- 
lion dollars to be used for ser- 
vices, research and the training 
of professional personnel for 
children and youth with learning 
disabilities. 

An estimated ten percent of the 
student population is said to suffer 
from some degree of dyslexia, 
specific language disability or 
perceptual handicap. These child- 
ren are of above average to super- 
ior intelligence. Classroom teach- 
ers have provided the following 
characteristics observed in child- 
ren with learning disabilities: 

1. Poor visual discrimination 
and memory for words. 

2. Poor auditory memory for 
words or for individual sounds in 
words. 

3, Persistent reversals of words 

3. Persistent reversals of 
words, syllables or letters in read- 
ing, writing and speech. Rotation 
or inversion of letters; reversed 
sequence of letters and syllables; 
mirror-writing, or transposition 
of numbers. 

4. Poor recall for reproduction 
of simple geometric forms. 

5. Poor memory for auditory 
or visual sequence. f 

6. Weakly established handed- 
ness. 

7. Clumsiness and poor hand 
control. 

8. Immature articulation. 

9. Hyperactivity and distracti- 
bility.

Chairman Albert J. Greenberg of 
the FinCom suggests that if his 
board’s recommendations are fol- 
lowed the total tax rate increase 
would be’ $8, and now possibly 


$7, with the increased amount of 


funds to be received from the 
state according to the cherry sheet 
received this week. 

* In an effort to keep the tax hike 
within the $8 figure, the FinCom 
has recommended that $375,000 
of the free cash account be ap- 
plied to reduce the annual munici- 
pal costs. The free cash account, 
slightly in excess of $600,000, is 
the lowest amount it has been 
during the past ten years. 

The FinCom points out inits re- 
port that some of the increase 
in the school department budget 
is for the addition of 21 new 
teachers to the system. The 
amount is $89,600 for one-third 
of a year, and will be reflected 
heavily in the 1971 budget when 
these new teachers are on a full 
year schedule. 

That cost for 1971, for 21 
teachers and 11 teaching special- 
ists (32 in all) is estimated to 
cost $288,000 in 1971, which is 
equal to $1.50 of the tax rate. 

Among major issues to be de- 
cided at the session Saturday in 
addition to the budget, will be items 
dealing with conservation, and ap- 
pointment of a public works di- 
rector, as recommended by Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin and 
approved by the selectmen. 

Greenberg says that his com- 
mittee is not in complete agree- 
ment with the public works director 
concept at this time. 

He states that Town Manager 
Austin is new here at present and 
that Water-Sewer Supt. Donald C. 
Bassett will be leaving that post 
in April. 

The ¢inCom chairman would like 
to wait for a period of time to 
see how things work out. At pre- 
sent all seven department heads 
in the public works department 
report to the manager. 

Austin has requested a director 
who would co-ordinate the depart- 
ment and report to him, freeing 
the manager for other administra- 
tive duties. _ 

As for the Conservation Com- 
mission, it is requesting funds 
to obtain land extending from the 
Andover Village Improvement 
Society owned Deer Jump Reser- 
vation along the Merrimack river 
to the Lawrence line. 

The mater was still a subject 
of negotiation as of noon Wednes- 
day, between the conservation 
group and F inCom officials. 

A major article up for consid- 
eration, will be appropriation of 
funds for a water treatment plant 
to be built at Haggett’s pond. This 
plant is reported to be needed 
by 1972 in order to meet the de- 
mands of the town by that. time. 

The total project cost is es- 
timated to be $4,000,000. 

The FinCom has given its con- 
ditional approval of the article, 
indicating that the amount can be 
bonded only if the town receives 
a federal grant of $1,500,000 for

the project. 

The piant would take water from 
the Merrimack River, treat it 
and place it in Haggett’s pond, 
the town’s main reservoir. 

An article which was expected 
to evoke considerable debate, that 
of providing off-street parking on 
Main street, has been withdrawn 
and will not be acted upon. Town 
officials and Chamber of Com- 
merce officials are expected to 
get together to discuss the matter 
and make plans to be presented 
at another town meeting. 

Two articles of ‘interest in the 
session deal with changing town 
meetings, 

Entered by the selectmen is an 
article to eliminate the October 
town meeting which is provided for 
in the town bylaws. 

This was enacted a few years 
ago.

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Editorial Comment 


Your Decision 


Saturday is a big day in Andover. Beginning at 9:30 a.m. 
in Memorial Auditorium, taxpayers of this community will 
have the opportunity to decide just how much they want to 
pay for municipal services during 1970. 

It is an important decision and lies solely in the hands 
of the townspeople. 

Tax rate increase projections now range anywhere from 
$7 to $9. The levy for 1969 was $39, a 26 percent increase 
over 1968. 

What will the increase be in 1970? 

It lies entirely within the province of the residents to 
decide. 

For the past several weeks, even months, the Finance 
committee, town officials and school authorities have 
scrutinized budget requests and pared them to the bone. 

The FinCom now feels it has come up with a sensible 
budget to present to the voters at town meeting. 

The FinCom has also examined various warrant articles 
dealing with expenditure of funds and has made recommen- 
dations. 

On the bright side, was news this week that the cherry 
sheet figures were somewhat better than expected. This 
is the money which the town can expect to receive from 
the state for its local aid fund to assist in the tax rate 
structure. 

The increased amount may result in reducing the tax 
rate another dollar or so. 

Unfortunately much of the tax rate increase is already 
built in due to past town meeting experiences. The factors 
include salary increases for employees, bonded indebted- 


ness for capital outlay projects, etc. 

These items will remain with us for some time. 

-We are faced with additional capital projects, all to be 
taken into consideration when examining the budget and 


warrant articles on Saturday. 


Quite obviously there are no signs of reverse trends in 
costs. It is obvious they will continue to not just rise, but 


spiral. 


But under the true democratic process, known as the 
familiar New England town meeting, the resident has his 


‘day in court,’’ so to speak. 


The voices heard at town meeting are meaningful. 
The decisions and recommendations of the FinCom have 
been given much thought and are presented after consider- 


able examination of needs. 


All of which leaves the decision to you the voter to 
decide just how much you want to pay for municipal 


services. 


Only once in recent years has there been a considerable 
outpouring of voters for town meeting — that a couple of 
years ago when the Raytheon issue was before the town. | 

Other town meetings, annual and special, have hardly 
been representative of the entire town. 


This year, it behooves the interested citizen to make 
every effort to attend to the town’s business. 
When examining the family budget weekly, the decision 
must be made whether one chooses steak or hamburg. 
Town business is no different, since the cost here, too, 
is reflected in the family pocketbook. 
We strongly urge attendance at town meeting on Saturday. 


A Mandate 


Of all the election results Monday, it would appear that 
a mandate was issued by the electorate in the re-election 
of Atty. Arthur Williams as moderator. 

Overlooked, possibly for many years, is the fact that the 
moderator is not just the gavel wielding administrator of 
town meetings. 

Within his jurisdiction lies the appointment of the mem- 
bers of the finance committee. 

This year, this appointive power appeared to be the 
issue. 

Selectman Philip K. Allen who challenged Atty. Wil- 
liams, has been from time to time at odds with the Finance 
committee. A year ago he moved to block the members of 
the FinCom from observing departmental budgets and talk- 
ing with department heads. 

FinCom members wanted to gain a working knowledge 
of the departments in order to be more knowledgeable when 
it came time to make their annual budget examinations. 

Allen was opposed. He and some members of the select- 
men also wanted the power of the FinCom to prevent items 
coming to town meeting floor through their disapproval at

Williams’ re-election 
would almost assure his reappointment. 

The fact, here, is, however, that Monday’s vote seems 
to be not just support for the incumbent moderator, but for 
the work of the Finance Committee. 

The plurality by which Atty. Williams was returned to 
office would appear to be a mandate to continue the efforts 


of the FinCom. 


Persons have been critical of Atty. Williams in his con- 
duct of town meeting, saying he operates too slowly, but 
he maintains that in the Democratic process, anyone who 
wants to speak on an issue should be allowed to do so. 

On Monday, Andover voters indicated they apparently 
agree with his theories and his appointments.

However, we feel it is unfortunate 
that in headlining the news item 
about it in the TOWNSMAN of Feb. 
19 and in the editorial comment 
the following week you singled out 
for attention an admittedly expen- 
sive item, a pool, rather than 
considering the broader implica- 
tions of the report. We should 
like to point out that the report 
contains a wide range of recom- 
mendations, from costly items to 
those which would cost the Towa 
nothing. There are many long- 
range proposals and some, such 
as the acquisition of prime conser- 
vation land, which should not be 
delayed. A conscientious effort 
was made to consider a broad spec- 
trum of community interests and 
the needs of allage groups. There~ 
fore we should like to urge your 
readers to read the report itself. 
Copies are available at the liorary 
and at the Planning Board office. 

Now as to the pool itself: It 
was our 2229mmantailon that it 
be built when the high school is 


expanded to take care of increased. 


enrollment. At that time, because 
of State requirements, either the 
gym will have to be enlarged or 
some other acceptable phy sical ed- 
ucation facility, such as a pool, 
will have to be built. A pool, built 
in connection with schoo! enlarge- 
ment, would be eligible for 40% 
State reimbursement and further- 
more would replace an expansion 
of the gym. In view of the fact. 
that there is a gymnasium in every 
school in Town, the Committee 
concluded that a pool, which could 
be used for physical education pro- 
grams during school hours and 
for recreational use after hours 
and during the summer, would 
broaden and enhance Andover’s 
recreational facilities far more 
than an expansion of the gym. An 
Olympic size pool is a pool which 
is 36’ by 75’. This is a standard 
size for competitive swimming and 
thus would enable the school to 
develop a swimming team, hold 
swimming meets, etc., further 
proadzning its use. 

I should also Uketo address my- 
self to some points raised by one 
of your readers in a letter to the 
editor. Mrs. Harmoning suggests 
that there is little demand for 
swimming because Pomp’s Pondis 
‘*so little used.”” Records show 
that as many as 3000 people have 
used the Pondon hot summer days; 
approximately 400 children were 
enrolled in the swimming pro- 
gram there last summer. Inaddi- 
tion, during the year ending Sept. 
1969, 1775 individuals enrolled in 
aquatic programs offered by the 
Y.M.C.A, using the PhillipsAca- 
demy pool during the limited hours 
in which it can be made available, 
showing that there is widespread 
community interest in swimming 
for instruction, for safety, and 
for recreation. It is true that 
many people shun the use of Pomp’s 
Pond because the water quality has 
unquestionably declined in recent 
years.

you or anyone else.’’ 

There comes, from all this, 
a certain consolation. 

Despite the computers, the num- 
bers game, the credit cards, the 
zip codes, etc., the humanelement 
is still needed. 

For when a problem arose, the 
ballots were hand counted, thus 
assuring that a proper vote would 
be recorded for all candidates. 

From the time of the early 
returns, shortly before 9 p.m. to 
the end, the computer blinked, 
sorted, clanked, jumped, and did 
everything it was supposed to, until 
it found something that wasn’t 
just perfect. 

Then the human element took 
over. 

About midnight, a woman called 


the town clerk’s office asking for . 


final results. 

Informed they were not com- 
plete as yet, she replied, ‘‘I 
thought we were living in the 
computer age?”’ 

Yes, we are, but thank goodness, 
that massive piece of machinery, 
still needs a human touch. 

None of us is perfect.

Firm To Restore Damaged Area 


The Andover Companies, 305 
North Main St., which suffered 
severe damage to the third floor of 
the center of their building in an 
early morning fire Thursday, Feb. 
26, were moving ahead this week; 
planning repairs to the affected 
area, 

A company spokesman said this 
week, that all materials necessary 
to put the building back in its 
original condition following the 
half-million dollar blaze, were on 
order. Reconstruction of the 
damaged areas will be expedited 
as quickly as possible he said. 

Andover fire crews were called 
to the scene when an alarm detec- 
tor in the building sounded at the 
Central fire station at 1:45 a.m. 
Thursday. Deputy Fire Chief Wal- 
ter Winward called for a second 
alarm shortly thereafter and a 
third alarm, bringing crews from 

Lawrence, North Andover and 
Tewksbury directly to the scene 
came in about 2:15 a.m. on order 
of Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton. 

Firefighters were hampered at 
the scene by subfreezing tempera- 
tures and difficulty in getting water 
through the lines under the freez- 
ing conditions. 

Water was drafted from the 
nearby Shawsheen river inorder to 
play on the scene. 

Tt was one of the worst fires in 
Andover’s recent history. 

The town’s latest piece of fire 
apparatus, the snorkel, aerial 
piece, was used for the first time. 
Although not accepted by the town 
as yet, the apparatus was brought 
down from the West Andover sta- 
tion and put into service to battle 
the stubborn blaze. 

Flames shot: high into the air 
for several hours, and firemen 
remained at the scene almost 
through the day Friday mopping 
up and insuring that all embers - 
were completely extinguished. 

The insurance firmofficials 
were high in the praise for the 
fire fighting units for having been 
able to confine the fire and severe 
damage to the third floor and 
attic area of the center building, 
an addition which was built about 
12 years ago. 

Chief Hilton declared the blaze 
under control about 4 a.m., al- 
though crews remained at the scene 
for several hours afterward. The 
entire Andover force was at the 


scene and worked under the

direction of Chief Hilton, Deputies 
Winward, Albert Cole, William 
Downs and Harold Hayes. 

Cause of the blaze is still unde- 
termined, according to Chief Hil- 
ton, who investigated with as- 
sistance from the state fire mar- 
shall’s office. 

Chief Hilton said the cause will 
probably have to remain as un- 
determined, since a thorough in- 
vestigation of the entire damaged 
area could not prove anything. 
‘‘We know where it started, the 
third floor, but we just can’t come 
up with how or where the fire got 
its start.” 

High Praise 

Company officials were high in 
their praise of the firefighters, 
noting that their quick work and 
salvage and protective operations, 
allowed the firm to begin full 
operations within 36 hours after 
the last engines left the scene. 

Saturday afternoon, the company 
forwarded 400 claim checks to 
clients throughout the country and 
by Monday all personnel were back 
on the job. ne 

An original figure of million 
dollar loss was doubted by the com- 
pany official, who said that the 
severe damage was confined to 
only one-sixth of the building. 
To Match Area — 

The fire ravaged area will be 
matched exactly as it was when 
repairs are complete. 

The addition was erected 12 
years ago and architectural plans 
were still available. Monday, 
company officials placed orders 
for the steel and other materials, 
in order to match the building area 
exactly as it was prior to the fire. 

A crane was at the scene early 
this week removing the structural 
steel which was damaged and other 
articles, 

All of the material is on order. 
An exact date as to when con- 
struction can begin was uncertain 
at this time. 

Some records were lost in the 
fire but a very minimal amount, 
the company official said. Speak- 
ing in approximate figures, he 
said probably in the vicinity of 
20 per cent. 

Firemen covered many of the 
metal cabinets protecting them 
from water damage. Other steel 
cabinets also protected the 
policies, some of which were 
scorched, however, by the heat

of the intense blaze. 


The company was able to make 
Xerox copies of these, thus restor- 
ing them to an almost original 
condition and maintaining proper 
records. 


Under the mutual aid system 
between communities, in addition 
to those companies reporting di- 
rectly to the scene, companies 
filled in at Andover stations from 
North Reading, Wilmington and 
Methuen.
